YORKSHIRE COAST DUEL

The duel over Whitby was described b5 
gn eye-witness as “ the Graf Spee battle 
of the air.” It endéd with the giant 
raider landing near a farmhouse riddled 
with machine-gun bullets, its starboard 
engine out of action. 

The bomber was seen swooping low ove 
the fields, followed by three British 
It carried away telephone wires 
on the main Guisboro’-Whitby road, and, 
crossing a farm path, broke a large tree 
in two and drop beside a cottage with 
a wing severed. Two women—Mrs, Smailes 
and Miss A. M. Sanderson—reached the 
"plane first. They saw a German airman 
standing on the wing. 


DRAGGING COMRADE OUT 


In spite of a bullet wound in his left 
arm, he was trying to drag out one of his 
comrades. With the help of Mr. Smailes 
and a farm worker, Mr. Frank Stain- 
thorpe, the two women carried the mos* 
seriously injured man into a farmhouse, 
where they gave him cups of tea ‘and 
cigarettes. 

A second German bomber was brought 
down on Saturday by a patrol.of the same 
fighter squadron, this time in the sea off 
the mouth of the Tyne. Shell bursts from 
the gun of a small ship was seen in the 
sky by patrolling fighters. 

One á hter headed the Heinkel away ; 
another ais down from the stern four 
times. Then his fellow-pilot also attacked. 
The German ’plane then glided down and 
hit the sea. 

A few minutes before the raider was shot 
down over Yorkshire a third patrol of the 
same squadron attacked two Heinkels 
bombing merchant ships near the Farne 
Islands, off the Northumbrian coast. One 
raider disappeared into the clouds- with 
pieces of metal dropping from one engine. 

The fourth action by this squadron also 
took place near the Farne Islands an hour 
later; ‘A Heinkel was chased away to the 
east. 


FIFTH FIGHT 


A fifth fight began a little farther north 
when a Fighter Command pilot or

SIX DIE IN ONE 
STEAMER

Six members of the crew of the Whitby 
steamer Kildale (3,877 tons) lost their 
lives when the vessel was attacked in the 
North Sea on Saturday. ; 

Fifteen survivors were landed at an 
East, coast of England port late on Satur- 
day night. 

The steamer was attacked by a couple 
of German bombers, who swept the decks 
with machine-gun fire and also win 
bombs which caused the deaths of three 
of the engine room staff. 

The vessel sent out distress signals 
stating that the crew were taking to the 
boats, and two lifeboats respond ' 

The . Kildale, which is owned by 
Rowland and Marwoods 8.8. Co., Ltd., 


Whitby. One of the survivors, J. 
Williams, of Hull, told a reporter: ‘‘ We 
were attacked two bombers for 45 
minutes with machine-gun fire and bombs. 
One bomb killed three men. We sent out 
a call for help, and another vessel came 
to our aid. One of the bombers dived at 
her once, hut did no damage, and then 
they both cleared off. We were able to 
et the boats out, and we were picked up 
y the other vessel. We left the ship 
burning.’’

The steam trawler Rose of England (223 
tons), owned by Harry Franklin, Ltd., of 
Grimsby, was attacked about the same 
time as the Yewdale and in the same area. 

The cook, Reginald Authus, was taken to 
hospital with a leg injury, but was not 
detained. 

Skipper C€. Bruce, of Grimsby, was 


descri by his crew as “a real hero.” 


Four "planes attacked one after the other, 
dropping about 30 bombs and loosing 
many bursts of machine-gun fire, but the 
skipper stood at the wheel throughout and 
did not leave it until he had brought his 
vessel into port. She was little damaged. 

An east coast lifeboat was launched on 
Saturday to go to a steamer of about 
2,000 tons, which was bound north, and 
appeared to be out of control. 

t was found that there was no one on 
board, so two of the lifeboat’s crew were 
put on her. The lifeboat returned and 
picked up seven or eight men to form a 
crew, and went back to the ship, which is 
expected to put in at a more northerly

FOUR OF CREW DIE 


The Norwegian steamer, Tempo (629 
tons), of Oslo, was sunk by three German 
*planes, which attacked her on Saturday. 

Four members of the crew lost their 
lives. 

A boat containing three of the crew 
capsized near the pier of a port on the 
north-east English coast. Two of the men 
were dead when rescued. The third was 
taken to hospital in an exhausted state. 

Later two more bodies were recovered, 
and eight survivors, including the skipper, 
Albert Knudsen, were brought to port by 
a lifeboat. 

The Swedish steamer Mertainen (4,531 
tons), which was bombed and machine- 
gunned off the Yorks coast on Saturday, 
arrived in port last night. She was 
attacked by two "planes four or five miles 
from the coast, and a north-east coast life- 
boat went out to her assistance. 

One bomb hit the ship, but no one was 


hurt. 

When the lifeboat reached her the crew 
of 36 were standing by in their boats. They 
returned to the ship with five members 
of the lifeboat crew. The lifeboat men

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THE GERMAN CLAIM

A claim that nine merchantmen sailing 
in British convoys were sunk during yes- 
terday’s German air raids over the North 
Sea is made in the communiqué issued by 
the German High Command this, morning. 

The communiqué is as follows :— 

**In the West no special events. 

“ As has already been announced in a 
special announcement, the German Air 
Force, during their reconnaissance 
activity over the North Sea, attacked 
British warships and merchant steamers, 
armed or in convoy, on February 3. 

“In spite of the most intensive anti- 
aircraft fire and fighter defence, one mine- 
sweeper, four patrol boats and nine 
merchant steamers were sunk. 

“A number of merchantmen were 
damaged, some seriously. All the merchant 
steamers sunk were attacked while sailing 
in British convoys. 

“Three of our aeroplanes failed to 
return from the raid. 

“ According to reliable teports, from 
January 2Íst to January 3ist, British, 
French and neutral merchant vessels to a 
total tonnage of 145,603 have been sunk.”’ 


GERMAN DESCRIPTION 
OF THE FIGHT 


A description of the aerial battles in 
which three Nazi 'planes were brought 
down over the north-east coast of England 
is given in the official German News 
Agency’s comment on yesterday’s German 
communiqué. 

““Near the coast strong British fighters 
went into action,’’ the agency states. 

“After severe fighting two German 
*planes were ‘brought down over the sea by 
superior forces of the enemy. 

‘A heavily damaged German aeroplane 
had to make a forced landing on British 
soil. Though some members of the crew 
were killed or seriously injured, the sur- 


The agency claims that threo British 
convoys were attacked—one off Newcastle. 
another near Flamborough Head, and tho 
third north-east of the River Humber. 

The convoys were protected by destroyers, 
auxiliary cruisers and submarines, it is 
added. ” 

The convoy's anti-aircraft defence is 
described as having been “ partácularly 
strong.'” 

Three British  mine-sweepers were 
attacked, the agency claims, and one was 
sunk, 

According to the agency, the communiqué’s 
figure of 145,603 tons of shipping sunk 
between January 2lst and 3lst does not 
include shipping sunk by air attacks.

It was officially announced by the 
Government Information Bureau on 
Saturday that, acting on the advice of the 
Government, the President has appointed 
Mr. Martin Maguire to be a Judge of the 
High Court. 

Mr. Maguire fills the vacancy caused by 
the elevation to the Supreme Court of Mr. 
Justice O'Byrne in succession to Mr. 
Justice Johnston, who has retired on 
reaching the age limit. 

Mr. Justice Maguire is a native of 
Northern Ireland, being the son of Mr. 
John Maguire, Drumharvey Fouse, 
Irvinestown, Co. Fermanagh. He was 
educated at St. Macartan’s Seminary, 
Monaghan, and afterwards at Blackrock 
College, Co. Dublin, and at Trinity 
College, Dublin. At the university he had 
a distinguished career, graduating with 
Senior Moderatorship. Admitted to the 
Bar in 1911, he took silk in 1925. Asa 
junior he was associated with many not- 
able trials, and in recent years he repre- 
sented the Attorney-General on many 
important occasions. Only a few days ago 
he was leading counsel for the Attorney- 
General in the hearing before the Supreme 
Court of the case of the Offences Against 
the State Bill, which.was referred to it by 
the President in order to test whether it 
was repugnant to the Constitution.

LARGE DUBLIN 
MEETING 


i ' 
'THE Archbishop of Dublin, the 
Most Rev. Dr. Barton, was 


among those from whom messages 
were read to the protest meeting 
against the sentence of death on the 
two Irishmen, McCormack and 
Barnes, which was held in the 


and attended by some five thousand 


pet. 

_ The Mansion House was filled to 
its utmost capacity, “while the 
speeches were relayed into Dawson 
street, which was packed with people 
from St. Stephen’s Green to Duke 
street. 

Many public bodies also passed 
resolutions demanding the reprieve 
of the men. 

Dr. R. Collis, one of the speakers at tho 
Dublin meeting, said that he had received 
a letter from the Archbishop, who had 
iven him permission to read it. Dr. 

arton wished him God speed in his en- 
deavour, and, although he had to condemn 
‘ these acts of violence on ethical grounds, 
yet he believed in the greater power of 
mercy to defer further acts and to heal 
the enmity, whose continuance could bring 
about nothing at all.’ 

The Lord Mayor, Mrs. Tom Clarke, 
presided, and said: ‘‘ We have reached a 
very great crisis in this country through 
happenings in England. It is a great 
credit to the citizens of Dublin that they 
came to pack this meeting to save the 
lives of two great Irishmen.”’ 


PARTITION THE CAUSE 


Dr. Patrick McCartan said that the 
cause of the explosions in England was the 
partition of Ireland. The English Govern- 
ment could abolish partition in twenty- 
four hours if it had the will to do it. No 
Irishman wanted a border between the 
North and the South. Lord Craigavon 
recently said that the North could be 
wooed, and the late Lord Carson asserted 
that the only solution was one parliament 
for all Ireland. England, therefore, was 
entirely responsible for the acts of McCor- 
mack and Barnes. 

Dr. McCartan proposed a resolution 
calling on ‘‘the better elements of the 
British public and the Cabinet, in whose 
hands the final decision rests, to exercise 
wise statesmanship in reprieving the two 
Irishmen now lying under sentence of 
death in Birmingham.”’ 

Mr. Con Lehane, supporting the resolu- 
tion, said that the evidence against the 
condemned men was in many respects un- 
satisfactory and contradictory. McCor- 
mack’s statement at his trial was ‘ that 
his orders were to avoid loss of life.” Both 
men, he said, were admittedly innocent of 
any intention to cause loss of life, and 
were proved to have been miles away from 
Coventry at the time of the explosions. 
There were a thousand reasons of manifest 
cogency for sparing the lives of the two 
men, altogether apart from the fact that 
they were inspired in their attitude by 
the noblest motives. 


‘GERMAN GOLD” 


‘The Irish people should consider it their 
duty to make every effort to save these two 
lives. The allegation made at the trial 
about German gold was merely a repetition 
of the old slander which the British had 
circulated agzinst Pearse and Tom Clarke. 
Professor W. Magennis said that they 
wanted to secure peace and avert a tragedy. 
If Barnes and McCormack were hanged, 
they in Ireland, in the light of an unhappy 
past, did not threaten, they merely fore- 
cast, the natural consequences of certain 
acts. The British Cabinet must be alive 
to the blood-lust that had seized upon some 
of its citizens. The Government of Eire 
had already intervened. It was for them 
to do the rest. 
The British Empire to-day was at war 
on behalf of the noblest aims that had 
ever actuated mankind, but the same 
Empire had dismembered their country. 
Mr. Simon Donnelly, President, National 
Association, Old I.R.A., said that if 
England insisted in carrying out “he 
executions there would be serious reper- 
cussions. In saying that, he was not 
speaking on behalf of any organisation, 
hut from many years of experience of 
incidents of a similar nature. 
There were people who would say that 
the England of the present day was not 
the England of the last 700 years. He 
denied that. The England of to-day was, 
as far as its contacts with their country 
was. concerned, the same England. He 
believed there were in this country people 
anxious to bring about good relations 
between England and Ireland. There was 
a big responsibility on those gs“ to-day. 
It was up to them to use their influence 
to prevent England from creating two 
further martyrs in the cause of Irish 
independence. 


APPEAL TO I.R.A. 
Dr. R. Collis said that, if Barnes and 
McCormack were reprieved, he would ask 
the I.R.A. to cease carrying around high 
explosives which might cause other deaths 
like those that had been caused in Coventry. 
He would appeal to the people of England. 
even to the ‘poor people who were bereaved 
in Coventry, not to forget the grief that 
England had caused Ireland down through 
the years, and then ask their forgiveness 
for this accident. 
Mr. Peadar O'Donnell said that respon- 
sible and irresponsible men were saying in 
England that if Barnes and McCormack 
were not hanged there would, be lynchings 
in that country. 
The British need not lose their heads, 
even if a few British people lost their lives 
in an accident, universally deplored. 
Madame Gonne McBride said that the 
people on the platform showed that all 
parties had united to secure justice.
